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Description

Present-day Ravenswood sits on the eastern (left) bank of the Ohio River between mile points
220 and 221, approximately mid-way between Pittsburgh and Cincinnati. The Ohio River, a
product of the last ice age in North America, marks the southern and eastern most advance of the
glaciers. As the glaciers melted, the sand, gravel, cobbles and boulders that they had transported
were deposited as glacial till and moraine. Ravenswood rests on these deposits. The Ohio River
began to carve its channel through these deposits and continues to do so today.

The benches and plains of the Ohio River Valley are characterized by fertile, well-drained soils.
These lowlands were a favorite hunting ground of Native Americans and were some of the most
sought after lands by the area’s early European settlers. The majority of Ravenswood rests on a
bench of these soils that lies out of the 100-year floodplain.

The northern boundary of the district is Sycamore Street; the eastern boundary is the residential
properties to the east of Preston and Bedford Streets (the town’s eastern, corporate limits); the
southern boundary is Sandy Creek; and the western boundary is the Ohio River.

The “Old Town” section of the City of Ravenswood lies at the confluence of Sandy Creek and
the Ohio River. The CSX Railroad (successor to the Ohio River Rail Road and the B&O) bisects
the western portion of the historic district along Broadway Street. Washington Street (State
Route 68) runs north-south through the historic district. The commercial resources are located
primarily along Washington Street with scattered locations for about two blocks along Sand,
Walnut and Mulberry Streets and a block on either side of Sycamore Street.

Historically, the older commercial section of the town focused on the river, and it was centered
along Broadway and Water Streets. However, due to repeated flooding, a shift was made for
dryer locations to the east. The residential portion of the “Old Town” is located primarily east of
Washington Street. The residences are not densely packed as in some other urban areas and each
lot is a generous size with front, side and/or rear yards. The streets are wide avenues that are a
typical riverfront-town feature.

The district contains primarily mid to late 19th and early 20th century resources. Due to the age
of the town and its resources, some modifications have been made, but they are not found in
great numbers. Homes and businesses are generally well maintained. Forced or voluntary
demolition of homes or business buildings is an infrequent occurrence. When it does occur, it
will typically be the result of fire damage. Modern intrusions are not found in great numbers.
For the most part, modern intrusions are located to the north of the “Old Town” district. Within

the district, most modern intrusions are located close to the Ohio River, due to reconstruction
following flood events. Thus, the historic district area maintains much of its original ambience
and character.

The town of Ravenswood adopted a Comprehensive Plan for Development and Planning and
Zoning Ordinances in the 1950s, in anticipation of the development that was expected to follow
the Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical Corporation’s decision to build the world’s largest
integrated aluminum reduction and fabrication mill in the Ravenswood vicinity. The majority of
the property within the district was zoned as a “C-Commercial District” or a “R2 Multiple-
Family Residential District”. Of course, the R-2 zoning also allows for single-family dwellings.
In fact, most of the homes in the district are single-family residences. A small proportion are
homes that have been divided into multiple apartments and a still smaller proportion are
structures that were constructed as multi-family units or were commercial buildings that have
been converted into multi-family housing units.

In the “C” district, buildings are limited to a maximum height of 2 stories or 30 feet; however, a
handful of commercial buildings that were constructed before enactment of the ordinance are
three-stories tall. In the “C” district, buildings may be built up to the front property line
(typically, to the sidewalk). In the commercial area along Washington, Walnut, and Sand
Streets, most commercial buildings do extend to the sidewalk line and most are two stories tall.
As one moves away form these areas, commercial buildings often occupy buildings originally
constructed as houses, or are situated on former residential lots. Such business buildings are
located some distance (less than 30 feet, typically) off of the sidewalk line.

In the R-2 districts, residences may be 3 stories or 35 feet tall. They must have front and rear
yards that are at least 20 feet deep and side yards that vary in width from 6 to 15 feet, depending
on the height of the building.

Historic District Resources

An intensive survey of the district identified 313 buildings that contribute to its integrity, 122
that were considered to be non-contributing because of modifications and 174 that are currently
considered non-contributing because of their age (i.e., they are less than 50 years old).

These resources are discussed, in detail, in the following pages. Photographs of many of the
contributing buildings and structures are presented as well.
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Downtown Commercial District

Fronting on Walnut Street, and located at its intersection with Washington Street, one of the
more elaborate buildings within the historic district is the McIntosh Building (JA-0010-0037). It
represents the Classical Revival style in a commercial building. It illustrates the style with its
elaborate cornice with a central cartouche with the date “1901” in the center and “J.A. McIntosh”
in a panel below the cartouche flanked by paneled newel posts; the newel posts are also located
at each end. Below the dentiled frieze are recessed divided glazed openings. The upper floor is
divided by engaged brick pilasters with Ionic caps. The first floor has been covered with a metal
veneer but the building overall retains its defining characteristics.

One of the more common styles for the commercial buildings in Ravenswood is the Commercial
style. As the name implies this is a very simple style of architecture where form follows
function. Commercial style buildings include: JA-0010-0038; JA-0010-0040; JA-0204; JA-
0218; JA-0219; JA-0231; JA-0235; JA-0240; JA-0296; and JA-0297.

Located on Washington Street, JA-0010-0044 is an example of an Art Deco Style commercial
building. It illustrates the style through its flat roof, the horizontal lines of the primary and
secondary cornices, and especially with the brick accents on the upper floor between the
windows.

There is also one Second Empire Style commercial building (JA-0010-0045, ca. 1890) within the
historic district although it was built originally as a residence. Located on Washington Street,
historically, the building was used as a hospital and is currently a dentist’s office. The Second
Empire style was typically used in the mid to late 19th century and was prevalent in river towns
although it was usually a residential style. The style is illustrated through the mansard roof with
dormers on the lower slope, the bracketed eave and often, arched windows with keystones.

One Washington Street commercial building within the historic district is Neo-Classical Revival
(JA-0010-0051, ca. 1900). The style is illustrated through the large primary cornice with
modillions and the heavy jack arches with large keystones over the vertically divided windows
on the upper story. The three storefronts on the first floor have been modified through the years
to suit the tenants but the building retains its character defining elements.

The remaining commercial buildings include Enframed Block, One Part Commercial Block,
Two Part Commercial Block and modern buildings. These describe the configuration of the
building overall rather than a style.
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One of the oldest commercial buildings within “Old Town” is the Victoria Inn (JA-0010-0031,
ca. 1865). The building originally had a shallow hip roof but it currently has a gable roof over
both portions of the building; the building was built in two sections. It served many people when
the railroad was booming and it is located on Broadway Street, facing the railroad tracks.

Churches

There are five churches within the historic district and three of the five are Gothic Revival style.
The five churches are the First Christian Church (JA-0122, c. 1895); the First Baptist Church
(JA-0176, c. 1876); the Grace Episcopal Church (JA-0187, c. 1900); Our Savior Evangelical
Lutheran Church (JA-0199, ¢. 1928) and the First Presbyterian Church (JA-0010-0068, c. 1850).

Community Building / NYA Hall

There is a unique building within the historic district, the Ravenswood Community Center (JA-
0177 and JA-177A), located at 212 Henrietta Street. It was constructed by the National Youth
Administration, a program under the “New Deal” program of Franklin Delano Roosevelt during
the Great Depression.

The “NYA Hall” was built in 1938 in the Art Deco Style with the cooperation of the City of
Ravenswood and the program was geared towards employing younger adults. At some point, it
was connected to the McIntosh House via an elevated, brick hyphen. The Mclntosh House was
built c. 1890 and is Colonial Revival style.

Structures of Note

There are two structures located within the historic district. One is the Ohio River Rail Road
bridge/trestle that spans Sandy Creek (JA-0010-0004, ca. 1885). The other is the bridge
spanning Sandy Creek along State Route 68/Washington Street (JA-0293, 1953). These are the
only two structures within the survey boundaries.

Residential Properties

The residences within the historic district reflect the time period of significance, mid 19th
century to mid 20th century, and the architectural styles and house types of the period. The
oldest known residence in the historic district is the Fitzhugh House (JA-0010-0011, c. 1830),
located at 18 Walnut Street. It is representative of the Greek Revival style and the only Greek
Revival style building within the historic district.

Late 19th century architectural styles are represented within the historic district by Queen Anne,
Queen Anne Cottage, Folk Victorian, Italianate and Second Empire styles.

Revival style architecture is represented within the historic district with Colonial Revival, Dutch
Colonial Revival and Tudor Revival styles. These styles date to the early 20th century.

There are also residences within the historic district that represent the architectural styles and
house types of the teens and twenties of the early 20th century. These styles and types include
Craftsman Four Square, Craftsman Bungalow and Craftsman.

The mid 20" century is represented by a few homes within the historic district that are Ranch
types and Modern styles. In addition to true architectural styles, there are house types and plans
that are “Vernacular” in nature, regional architecture. These types include “I” houses, Side
Gable Cottage, One-story cube, Gable-Front houses, and Gabled-Ell houses. Gable-Front and
Gabled-Ell houses are the most numerous within the historic district.
